DIGEST OF HB 1003 (Updated December 15, 2009 9:44 am - DI 92)

Citations Affected:  IC 12-8; IC 12-13; IC 12-15.

Synopsis:  Contracting of public assistance eligibility. Prohibits the
office of the secretary of family and social services, the division of
family resources, and the office of Medicaid policy and planning to
contract with another person to administer or process eligibility intake
for specified programs. Exempts from the prohibition a health care
provider who determines that an individual is presumptively eligible
for Medicaid as allowed in the Medicaid state plan.  Repeals a
requirement that a contractor of the specified programs make certain
reports.

20 resources shall formulate written protocols that specify the following:

22 determinations made under the state Medicaid program.

23 (2) That the office is responsible for payment of a claim made

24 under the state Medicaid plan.

25 (b) Except as provided in IC 12-15-30-1(b), the office may enter

26 into any contract to implement the state program.

27 SECTION 5. IC 12-15-30-1 IS AMENDED TO READ AS

28 FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE UPON PASSAGE]: Sec. 1. (a) Except as

29 provided in subsection (b), the office may contract with another state

30 agency or other persons to administer any part of the Medicaid

31 program.

32 (b) The office may not contract with a person to administer or

33 process eligibility intake for the Medicaid program. However, a

34 health care provider may make a determination that an individual

35 is presumptively eligible for the Medicaid program as allowed in

36 the Medicaid state plan.

37 SECTION 6. IC 12-13-5-14 IS REPEALED [EFFECTIVE UPON

38 PASSAGE].

39 SECTION 7. An emergency is declared for this act.

Page 1, line 13, delete "The" and insert "Except as provided in

IC 12-8-1-7.5(b), the".

Page 2, line 6, delete "The" and insert "Except as provided in

IC 12-8-1-7.5(b), the".

Page 2, line 30, after "program." insert "However, a health care

provider may make a determination that an individual is

presumptively eligible for the Medicaid program as allowed in the

Medicaid state plan.".
